Tips for burning wood safely 


The Michigan State Police offer the 
following tips for installers and users 
of wood-burning stoves and fireplaces: 


1) All heating appliances must be 


properly installed according to the 
manufacturer’s minimum clearances 
from combustible surfaces. . 
2) Do not connect solid fuel burning 
appliances to chimneys designed for 
oll or gas furnaces. Chimneys must be 
properly constructed to be used with 
solid fuel appliances because of the 
high temperature generated when 
burning wood or coal; masonry 
chimneys should have a vitrile tile or 
metal flue liner; metal ‘‘all fuel 
chimneys”’ that have been tested and 
approved by a nationally recognized 
laboratory are acceptable if installed 
according to manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions, and minimum fire safety 


clearances are maintained. 

3) It is recommended that only one 
appliance be connected to a single 
chimney flue. 

4) All chimneys are susceptible to 
creosote build-up which is the leading 
cause of chimney fires. Periodic ‘‘hot 
fires’ are recommended to keep these 
deposits. to a minimum. Chimneys 
should be cleaned and inspected 
regularly. Commercial chemical 
cleaners should be used according to 
manufacturer’s directions. 

5) If you have doubts about your 
equipment, have it checked by the 
local heating inspector, building 
authority or fire department. 

6) Keep a dry chemical fire ex- 
tinguisher near the appliance or 
chimney flue. Never point the ex- 
tinguisher down the flue. Water 


should only be used if the house is in 
danger. If you suspect you have a fire, 
call the fire department immediately! 
Every home should have smoke 
detectors. 

7) ‘‘Add on” solid fuel heating 
devices must receive local building 
authority approval and be installed 
according to manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions. 

8) Metal chimneys designed for 
solid fuel appliances must bear the 
identifying seal of a recognized test- 
ing laboratory and be installed ac- 
cording to manufacturer's instruc- 
tions and in compliance with local fire 
safety codes. 

9) Permits from building or fire 
authorities may be required in your 
municipality for installation of a solid 
fuel appliance or chimney. 
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Wood burning causes 
big increase in fires

‘Local fire officials point to improper 
installation of wood stoves and care- 
lessness in their use as the chief reasons 
for a dramatic increase in wood-burning 
house fires. 

The increase is reflected statewide by 
an increase from 463 wood-heating 
related incidents in the 1977-78 heating 
season to more than 759 incidents in the 
1978-79 heating season. 

The East Jordan Fire Department 
responded to 70 percent more wood- 
burning related fires in 1979 than in 1978, 
according to Chief Dick Barnett, handling 
17 incidents last year compared to 10 the 
previous year. 

One of the worst fires ever handled by 
the East Jordan department was a five 
fatality fire in December at the home of 
Kathy Thompson and her four children 
north of East Jordan on M-66. It was the 
first fatai fire in several years.in the East 
Jordan area. 

The cause of the fire was determined to 
be a fireplace burning without a screen. 


Three days after the Thompson’s house 
burned another wood burning related fire 
burned a home to the ground. Bob and 
Donna Sloan and their three children 
escaped unharmed but were left home- 
less when a defective fireplace caused 
their home to catch fire. 7 

Much of the problem, says Boyne City 
Fire Chief Louis Schomberger, is un- 
familiarity with burning wood for heat. 

‘There's an art to burning wood,”’ said 
Schomberger, ‘‘If you've forgotten that 
art or never knew it you could possibly 
run into a lot of problems heating a home 
with wood stoves or fireplaces.’’

All of the officials elected 
county-wide are now Republicans, and 12 
of the 15 county commissioners, who are 
elected by districts, are Republicans. 

The general election will be held Nov. 
4. 

Rabach, 62, has been county clerk for 
12 years. He will retire when his term is 
over Dec. 31.

Barnett concurred with Schomberger. 

‘Make sure your wood stove is 
properly installed,’’ Barnett offered as’a 
fire preventive tip. ‘‘Pay the $5 for the 
building inspector to check your instal- 
lation."’ 

“We've become so used to heating 
with _ low-maintenance furnaces that 
we're used to non-maintenance,'’ Barnett 
continued. ‘‘Wood stoves require high 
maintenance.”’ 

It's not unusual for a wood stove to 
need maintenance two or three times 
during a heating season, Barnett 
explained, 

Barnett and Schomberger both pointed 
to careless storage of ashes as a cause of 
fires. 

‘‘We've been to several homes in the 
wee morning hours to put out a fire 
caused by wood stove or fireplace ashes 
improperly disposed of,”’ Schomberger 
said. He reported seeing ashes stored in 
paper bags or cardboard boxes and 
catching fire as much as two or three days 
later. 

He suggested storing ashes in a metal 


ash can or some other non-flammable | 


container, 

‘‘Don't store your ashes in a wood or 
paper container,’’ Barnett said. ‘‘Keep 
your chimney clean and don’t store 
combustible items near the stove or 
fireplace,’’ 

“You get a good dea! more radiated 
heat from solid fuel units,’’ Barnett 
explained. ‘‘You need to be careful of 
storing things around them.” 

Pine wood will ignite spontaneously at 
around 800 degrees Fahrenheit, Barnett 
said. Oak wood takes a temperature of 
around 900 degrees to ignite. Thus, even

without direct flame touching it, wood 
can start burning if stored too close to the 
woodstove or fireplace. 

Schomberger said using fuel such as 
gasoline to start.a fire is another careless 
cause of house fires. He stressed that 
parents should be careful to set a good 
example of fire safety for their children. 

‘'Children mimick an adult's actions,"’ 
Schomberger said. ''So if they (parents) 
show proper and safe handling habits, 
the children will learn from their 
actions."’ 

Both fire chiefs recommend using 
smoke detectors. 

‘Il can't urge strongly enough that 


people buy and service smoke alarms,”’ 


Barnett said. ‘They save lives but you've 


got to have a smoke alarm and it’s got to 
work."’ 


‘If you think there’s a fire in your 
house, get out,’ said Schomberger. ‘‘Do 
not try to put the fire out yourself. Go to 
a neighbor's home and call the local fire 
department. Once you leave the house, 
don't return for any reason,"’ 

A teenager was killed in a fire at his 
home near Boyne City a few years ago 
when he left the burning house and then 
went back inside to retrieve some 
personal possessions. He never made it 
out again. 

Schomberger will be featured on a 
Public Broadcasting Service program 
(Channel 6) to be shown Jan. 30 or 31 
about woodstove and fireplace safety and 
fire prevention.

Waste Rules indiscriminently and that 
taxpayers and landfill operators are the 
ones taking the burden. 

“The landfills are innocent until 
proven guilty. The burden of proof that 
pollution exists is on the DNR, and not on 
the operator to prove that he is not 
polluting,’’ Hess said. 

At last Wednesday's meeting, Hess 

«and several planning commissioners said 
they were leary of drawing up a county 
landfill plan without knowing exactly 
what type of plan the DNR wants. 

‘'We have to know what type of plan 
the DNR will accept before we draw up 
such a plan,’’ 
Larry Levengood said. 


Hess pointed out that there are still too 
many unanswered questions he and the 


commissioners had about the Jandfill act.

Act 641, among other things. requires 
either the county, individual municipal- 
ities or the regional planning unit to 
develop a 20-year plan for solid waste 
disposal. 


Hess recommends that this provision 
be stricken from the act because, ‘'It’s 
impossible to predict. what the energy 
availability five to 20 years down the road 
will be.” 


The act also calis for the appoint- 
ment of a 13 member committee to aid in 


the plan development. Hess argued that 
the 15 member committee is a waste of 
time and money and should be 
abandoned for a small sub-committee 
working with the county planning: com- 
mission. 


This sub-committee could give better 
local input and handle the job easier than 
a state-appointed committee,’’ he said. 


Eighty percent of the planning costs 
would be reimbursed by the state, 
according to the act. However, no 


‘come, 


appropriations for implementation are 
provided in the act. 

Hess questioned that if the funds to 
carry out the Health Department 
requirements specified in the rules ran 
out, the county would be responsible for 
coming up with the money to continue 
implementation of the plan. 

“The state pays for 80 percent of the 
initial planning, but does not pay for any 
implementation of the plan. This could 
cost the taxpayers dearly in years. to 
he said. “

The mystery 
of magnets 


BOYNE CTFY - There-are a lot of things 

which make the magnet mysterious - - the 
’ way it works, the job it does and how it is 
made. 

Without magnets, metal might end up 
in our cereal or the top to the pickle jar 
might not get screwed on tightly. 

What, you ask? - - Well, there are a lot 
of puzzling and interesting aspects of 
magnets you’ve probably never thought 
about. 

‘Industrial Magnetics, Inc., on M-75 
South just outside the Boyne City city 
limits, deals with the mysterious magnet. 


‘‘A lot of people aren’t aware of what : 


we do here, let aJone what all a magnet 
can do,”’ Plant Manager Larry Trumble 
said. 

Industrial Magnetics is a fairly new 
business in the Boyne area - - only two 
years old. It is a branch of the 15-year- 
old Industrial naenenc main office in 
Troy. °. 

,Mike Stowe is president and Don 
Wyland i is vice-president of the company. 
Both are from the Troy area. 

_ Stowe has a second home in the Boyne 
area and Trumble explained that is why 
_ the company tocated here. .‘‘Stowe likes 
being involved in Boyne City even when 
he’s downstate,’’ Trumble said. 
Industrial Magnetics expects to expand 
in the spring. and add'an addition five 


_ times its present 1,600 foot shop size. At 


this time there are five men working at 
‘the plant.and a part-time secretary. The 
expansion ‘will’ mean, more employees, 
but Trumble was not sure how many. -..

Trumble, a Boyne City resident. 

Many grain elevators and mills have 
magnets on their conveyor belts. After 
the grain has been brought in from the 
field, it is put on the conveyor belt, and a 
magnet is used to pick up any metal 
pieces which might have gotten in the 
grain. 

‘Grain is picked up. in the field by a 
huge machine that picks up everything in 
its reach - - the screwdriver lost three 
years ago in some field, the top to a pop 
can,’’ Trumble explained. 

Grain dust can: be highly explosive. 
When a piece of metal is mixed in with 
the grain and goes through conveyor belt 
machinery, it could cause a spark and 
ignite the grain dust or cause damage to 
the machine. Magnets remove metals 
from the grain. 

Magnets, depending on their physical 
size and design, can lift in excess of 1,000 
pounds. ‘‘There’s really no limit to a 
magnet’s strength,”’ he said. 

Magnets have their attraction due to a 
naturally present or artificially’ induced 
electric current which is run through it, 

‘‘When something has the property of 
being magnetic, its molecules-are lined 
up in a certain direction which makes a 
magnetic field,’’ Trumble explained. 

If the molecules in a shirt, a book or a 


piece of wood could be lined up, it would — 


have a magnetic force, hé said. 
“ There are two general types of 


magnets, electrical and. permanent. A 
“permanent magnet, which makes up 95 .

Neal Colburn, adminis- 
trator of the health center, is looking 
for another doctor, and he hopes to 
find one by summer. 

There is room for development of 


‘center’ 


yet anather office. in the. lower level of. 
the center, and several public and 
private agencies have expressed — 
interest in renting space. If demand | 
dictates - - and indications are that it 
will - - another wing could even be 
added to the center at some time in the 
future to provide even more office 
‘space for health related services, | 
More than $400,000 in federal funds 
was responsible for getting the project 
off the ground after $100,000 in local 
money bought tand and built the 
building. The federal funding was

Many ITT workers have 


doubts plant will reopen

EAST JORDAN .- Is the ITT Automo- 
tive Electrical Products Division plant in 
East Jordan, which closed in December, 
going to reopen? 

Some laid off employees don't think so, 
but company spokesmen are remaining 
non-commital about the matter. 

The plant employed 175 workers when 
it was at full production but had cut its 
work force to between 30 and 35 workers 
before shutting down completely the 
week before Christmas. 

In August, East Jordan [TT Plant 
Manager Bob Shaw told The Press that 
the firm hoped to get back to 70 percent 
of its normal work force by the end of the 
year, Instead of getting busier and calling 


. people back to work, the situation at the 


East Jordan plant worsened, causing ITT 
officials in Oak Park to shut the plant 
down, 

Tom Mathis, personnel director for the 
company’s northern Michigan region, 
told The Press that uncertain conditions 
in the automotive industry make project- 


. ing a reopening date impossible. Some 


workets laid off from the plant are 
doubtful that the plant will reopen in 
1980, or at alt. 

Mary Brennan, a- foreman who had 
worked at the plant for.four years, said 
she was uncertain about the plant's 


~ reopening date. 


“I'd rather not say,’’ Brennan. said. 
“They're saying maybe sometime in 


June if something other than a wiring. 
_ harness (contract) comes up.”’ 


‘We're hoping soon,” said Naomi 
Baker, a {7-year veteran of the: plant, 
when asked about a reopening date.

The laid off workers are now faced with 
trying to make up lost wages in an area 
already hit hard by manufacturing slow- 
downs. 

‘'T have certain bills that I pay like any 
working woman,'' said Brennan. ‘‘I’m 
just going to start looking for a job.”’ 

‘It's quite a hardship,’’ Baker said of 
the loss of income. ‘‘(]’m) not as bad as 
some who were supporting a family. 1’!

‘I’ve been drawing unemployment,” 
said one worker. ‘'I’ve got applications i in 
at a few places.’’

Lake Charlevoix, especially the South 
Arm around Ironton is starting to look like

Fishing communities are starting to 
spring up almost overnight and they 
attract from five to 50 fishermen braving 
cold weather to catch some good pan fish. 


Although most fishermen can be found 
on Lake Charlevoix around Ironton, 
shanties are starting to pop up on 
Walloon, Deer and Susan Lakes. 

The thoughts of good pan fish and the 
camaraderie of the ‘‘folks mext door’ 
keeps calling fishermen back to their 
shanty towns until the spring thaw sets 
in. 

Once you get over the initial fear (at 
least I had it) of walking on frozen water, 
ice fishing can be enjoyed in far more 
comfort than would seem possible for a 
sport generally associated with bitter cold 
and inactivity.
